Five Profitable Cows. 
One of the most productive bushless 
herds in the country is probably the 
one owned by the Nebraska experi­ 
ment station, says American Cultiva­ 
tor. There are five Holsteins, and in 
one year these five cows produced 
75,700 pounds of milk. equal to about 
35,000 quarts, which at 5 cents per 
quart equals $1,750. The calves from 
these cows at one year old sold for 
$1,275. These are actual figures de­ 
rived from the books at the experi­ 
ment station and show the possibility 
of pure bred cows, which are at the 
same time heavy yielders of milk. The 
experiment station people are confi­ 
dent that a still better record will be 
made this year, but a yearly income of 
$3,025 from five cows seems to be too 
large to be easily duplicated.

H o w to R e m o v e L i n t F r o m M a h o g a n y . 
When pieces of felt are pasted to the 
bottom of ornaments that are to stand 
on a polished surface care must be 
taken that the surface is not damp or 
the varnish fresh or the lint from the 
felt will stick to the wood and be 
worse than the scratch. This happens 
quite often in the slides of old ma­ 
hogany desks. 
The unsightly mark 
ou the top can only be removed by 
scraping gently with a piece of fine 
sandpaper and then rubbing up with 
sweet oil and vinegar. 
Do not scrape 
hard or the varnish \9ill be scored 
and the surface of the mahogany be 
ruined.

The names scarlatina and scar­ 
let fever mean precisely the same 
disease. 
Scarlatina is not a mild 
form of scarlet fever, but scarla­ 
tina is the Latin name and scar­ 
let fever the English. 
It is the 
most serious of the common con­ 
tagious diseases, because there is 
no known specific remedy for it 
as there is in diphtheria. 
M ild 
attacks of scarlet fever do not 
necessarily give rise to mild cases 
in others, but are frequently the 
cause of fatal forms in others who 
have been exposed to contagion. 


P a r a s it e s on Sheep. 
Some writers claim that sheep ought 
not to be pastured on land more than 
one year before it is plowed and re­ 
seeded, owing to parasites, but it lins 
been shown that sheep have been kept 
free from parasites by the use of tar, 
turpentine and salt. 
Bore two inch 
holes in a pine log. fill with salt aud 
smear tar around the top, and sheep 
will tar their noses while eating salt. 
Sheep soon learn to eat tar. One sheep 
raiser keeps it mixed with turpentine 
and salt whore it is accessible at all 
times. 
About one-half pint of turpen­ 
tine to one peck of salt is the proper 
tion. 


How to R esto re Chamois S k in s . 
An excellent way to restore chamois 
skins that have become stiff and soil­ 
ed is to rub them through a strong 
solution of cold water and household 
ammonia, inter rinsing thoroughly in 
clear cold water to soften. 
Pin to 
the line to dry in the sun and then rub 
through the hand slightly.

Wood Ashes F o r O r c h a r d s . 
The ashes from apple, pear and 
peaeh trees contain about TO per cent 
of lime, and the crops of fruit borne 
every year also contain lime. When 
orchards fail It is always profitable to 
apply lime, and it should be done at 
least once in five years. Wood ashes 
are preferable to lime for orchards, 
but the lime is much cheaper. Lime 
will also prove of benefit to grass that 
may be growing in an orchard, and it 
is destructive to certain grubs and 
other orchard enemies. It is best ap 
plied by plowing the orchard land and 
broadcasting the lime over the surface 


H a n d l i n g Silage. 
AN e have used aa improved silage 
cutter with blower, a machine of great 
capacity, with only one fault—namely. 
that the knives are hard to set—but 
with the great advantage that it cuts 
one-quarter inch pieces. These pack 
best in the silo because of their small 
size, and because of close packing they 
keep better than if larger. They are 
also better to mix with cut hay and 
grain, since there is very little waste 
of uneven parts, such as cornstalk 
joints, iii the manger.—Rev. J.
